Among the Greeks and Romans a1 
marines or calendal s were uot written 
for the general public, but were pre 
served as part of the esoteric L aming 
of the p rie s ts , whom the people had to 
consult not only for Hit* date* of the 
festivals, hut for the proper times when 
various legal proceedings might he in­ 
stituted.

one Enelus Flavius, secretary to Ap- 
pius Claudius, stole those secrets by re­ 
peated applications to the priests ami 
collated the information so gained.

almanac 
when, as Livy relates, Flavius exhibit 
id the tasti on white tables around 
the forum. 
From this time similar 
tablets containing the calendar, the 
festivals, astronomical phenomena and 
sometimes allusions to historical events 
became quite common. They have been 
dug up iu Pompeii and elsewhere. 
There are also extant Christian cal­ 
endars dating as far back as the fourth 
century, which give the names of the 
saints aud other religious information. 
One of the most famous of the cal­ 
endars of the middle ages is that com­ 
piled by I’etrus of Dacia in A. 1>. 1300. 
A manuscript copy is preserved in the 
Savilian library at Oxford. The Sym­ 
bolical Man or Man of Signs (Homo 
Signorina), still a common feature in 
almanacs, appears in tin* book, net, it 
is conjectured, for the first time, as it 
seems to have bi en a survival from the 
time of Ptolemy’s "Almagesi,” a collec­ 
tion of classic observations and prob­ 
lems relating to geometry and astron 
otny. 
The first printed almanac was the 
* Pro IMur bus Annin,” issued at Vienna 
In 1457 by nu astronomer named Pur 
bach. The earliest known alma nae de­ 
voted expressly to the year of issue 
was published by Rabelais in 1533. 
Thenceforth the ( phemeral

character of the publication came to be 
definitely recognized by almanac mak­ 
ers. 
Nostradamus set the fashion of 
Incorporating predictions of coming 
events into almanacs, a fashion that 
has continued to this day in all purely 
astrological

press it by royal authority in France 
aud elsewhere.- Era.
